THE SILVER BILL PASSED,

PRESIDENT HARRISON WILL APPROVE IT.

STRONG SPERECHES OF CONGER AND DINGLEX
=BLAND AND HIS FRIENDs WORRIED
—A STRICT PARTY VOTE.

Washington, July 12.<Iv o strict party vote—
A wvore of 122 to 90—the Honse adopted the re.
port uf the Conterence Cimmmittee on the Silver
bill. which wil' now be sent to the President for
liis action.  No doulit is felt thav he will approve
it Omedinll of the toiar Lours which had heen
allowed for detute wis emeloyved by Bland and
sote st smaller Democeratic “statesmen™ in
trying to explain why, as champions of silver,
they would vote against the bill. From the
enersy with which they spoke it was ohvions
that they were not satistied with their own ex-
planationg or the attitude which they wers foreed
to assume for the beneflt of their party, Why
they should have made a party question of the
matter at all it s diffioult to coneeive, nnless it
be true that eertain Dimoeratic statesmen lope
hy some hook ar crook to eheat somebody, In
his speech today—which it would it wonld he
hase tlattery to eall an areument=Mr. Bland
virtunlly sumitted n single stendard, and silver
us that standaed, in 8o bold and open a manner
that no ebservant persori conlid e deceived as
to s peal purpose.  The other speeches on the
Dvmmonratio side hardly deserve any ndtive, being
mainly the rint of ignorant demagogues, and not
mueh recanded. even by Demoerats.  Aftor they
hind spoken their pieees they seemed to feel a
sonse of relief, in which evervbhody who had
teen compelled to listen keenly sympathized with
theni.  An exception, perlnps, ought to be made
in behall of Representative Lawler, of [llinois,
and a few other Demosrnts, whose idea was that
“1he Demoerntic members ought to wnlk ont of
the House fn a hody and leave the whole husiness
t the Hepublicans.”
